I have read that Pennsylvania 
Avenue presents a carnival ap- 
pearance.

And many 
of the persons and cars moving 
along it have a fiesta aspect of 
costume and decorations. 

But, not the Avenue. She is 
like a staid old dowager, rib- 
bon bedecked and dressed to 
kill for the annual convention of 
her favorite organization, but 
she is not carnival. The old 
avenue is, indeed, a little worn 
and shabby, if one looks close- 
ly, but she has the dignity of 
gentility, and she is wise with 
vears of experience.. So one 
does not notice that here and 
there are threadbare spots and 
mended rents.

- Worth sent a group with new 
brooms, the sweeping straws 
wrapped in cellophane and the 
stick tied with ribbons. Never 
was the lowly broom so glamor- 
ized. 

All day long they came, and 
{nto the night, with bands in ho- 
tel lobbies and the gaily berib- 
boned Republicans, happy after 
20 years of wandering in the po- 
litical deserts, exuberant, eager 
and, on occasion, a little deliri- 
ous. ? 

But, even that is not all the 
Washington picture. There is 
sadness here, too. For many this 
is the end of 10, 15 or even 20 
years in Washington. They have 
homes here dnd have put down 
roots here, and they are not pro 
tected by civil service. Some of 
these laugh that they may not 
weep. The cocktail parties cele- 
brating departure are almost as 
many as those befpre the altar of 
victory. 

So, there is laughter here, and 
merriment, and sadness, and 
tears. But the dominant note is 
joy and hope. The feeling is high 
that somehow the change will 
mean something better at home, 
fr Korea, and in the world. Ard 
that is why the great audience 
keeps pouring eagerly in for 
Tuesday's opening of the drama 
ef great expectations.

Kashani, smarting under al- 
leged slights and affronts by the 
premier, resoundingly declared 
his opposition to extensipn of 
Mossadegh’s powers to legislate 
by decree.

Kashani said he could not permit 
the house to consider the plenary 
powers bill. 

Mossadegh has declared that

efforts to settle Iran’s oil dispute 
with Britain, and yesterday he 
informed the house that a vote 
on the powers bill would be re- 
garded as a vote of confidence. 

Stunned. by Kashani’s action 
and its possible consequences,

men. They proved to be obstinate, 
but this evening effort to reach 
a compromise still was continu- 
ing.

In Fence Issue 


Among the highway safety meas- 
ures Georgia legislators are considering 
is a bill which would make the fencing 
in: of livesto¢k mandatory throughout 
the state. It is House Bill No. 24, intro- 
duced by Reps. John Bell of Richmond 
County, Walter Harrison of Jenkins and 
William Key of Jasper. 

The proposed statute says tersely: 
“No owner shall permit livestock to run 
at large on or stray upon the public 
roads of this state.” 

The other details are provisions for 
enforcement including a clause that 
would make liable for damages the 
owner of the livestock that caused the 
wreck, Under the present rules the re- 
sponsibility is on the motorist, not only 
to try to avoid hitting the animal, but 
to assume the burden of the damages, 
even those to the cow, hog, goat, horse 
or mule as the ‘casualty might be. 

The Constitution has long favored 
such alaw. We believe the time is right 
for its enactment. The demand for a 
statewide ban on the open range has 
grown steadily. 

A factor contributing to this feeling 
is the development of the livestock in- 
dustry. The woods variety of animal 
can no longer compete. As the quality 


of a man’s herd rises, his opposition to _ 


fencing diminishes. He may not be 
thinking about the safety of the passing 
motorists, but he is concerned about 
casualties among his herd of purebreds. 

But far more important than the 
protection of livestock is the saving of 
human lives. Each year livestock-at- 
large adds to the toll of injured and 
dead on our highways. 

Acting under local option, four- 
fifths of Georgia’s 159 counties already 
have ruléd out the open range. A num- 
ber of them took the step last summer. 
But in about 30 counties livestock on 
the highway is still a menace. 

Local option is a fine plan for the 
solution of problems that are purely 
local. Local option was all right for 
deciding the fence problem in the days 
when ‘travel. was by horse and buggy 
and largely within. a county. 

But traffic is no longer a local prob- 
lem. It is intercounty and interstate. 
The county which maintains the open 
range becomes the most dangerous link 
in the chain. Furthermore, State High- 
way right of way is a public domain 
which was not bought and planted as 
grazing land. 

We hope the General Assembly sees 
fit te act favorably on the statewide 
livestock fence bill. Enacted and en- 
forced, it will remove a major traffic 
hazard and with it the stigma of lacka- 
daisical attitude-toward human life.

Acheson—A Prophet 
Without Honor? 


It is unfortunate that the true meas- 
ure of a man’s works usually cannot 
be made during his lifetime. With 
this thought in mind, we look at retir- 
ing Secretary of State Dean Acheson as 
one of those unfortunates who has been 
a victim of the times and the tough de- 
cisions he has been called upon to make. 

As the principal architect of our for- 
eign policy during the past several 
years, Acheson has had to meet prob- 
lems undreamed of in our past. Any 
man who had held the position would 
have been blamed for all decisions, 
right or wrong. 

He has borne the added burden, too, 
of the mistakes made during a chaotic 
period when American policy had to 
be improvised to meet new crises each 
day. The tangled web of affairs he 
inherited would have broken many ‘a 
man. Certainly it brought unjustified 
reams of brutal criticism to rest upon 
his shoulders. He did not shrink nor 
cringe. 

Like many before him, Acheson is 
held in higher regard in other countries 
than his own. As with Robert Schuman 
of France, another statesman of high 
order, he has become politically and 
personally unpopular in his own coun- 
try while his.policies are on the whole 
still favored. 

It is difficult to see, after careful 
analysis, how the course of American 
foreign policy will be changed much 
under the new administration. It may 
be implemented and strengthened and 


its execution can be improved, but the. 


major objectives and the means toward 
those objectives will remain substan- 
tially’ the same.

He has fulfilled a difficult 
assignment in a period when the basic 
traditional concept of American foreign 
policy had to undergo drastic changes. 
Under such conditions, mistakes were 
bound to be made. But despite these,

American foreign policy has met the 
challenge and a third world war has 
been circumvented, at least for the pres- 
ent. The groundwork has been laid 
for eventual peace and security for the 
free world. 

We are grateful to Acheson and in 
time believe that he will be recognized 
as one of our greatest secretaries of 
state. We will miss him. We hope his 
successor, John Foster Dulles, has a 
better time of it. Certainly he can find 
sympathy for Acheson’s parting words: 
“One that goes is happier than those 
he leaves behind.”

It turns out that General 
Eisenhower is no exception.

Could it ee that Felix Frankfurter 
is infiltrating the new GOP administra- 
tion? Heaven help us! 

Seriously, however, Ike is appoint- 
ing certain Harvard graduates to top 
positions because they are the best 
available for the job. So did Roosevelt 
and Truman. We commend him and 
them. The old school tie is no measure 
of a man’s ability whether he wears 
that of Jerkwater or the distinguished 
institution at Cambridge.

enacted. There is only one’ similarity be- 


tween the inauguration of Franklin Delano — 


Roosevelt in 1933 and the one which is now , 


about to take place. 


Then, as now, the party — 


long in power was be- 

ing ousted from control, 

and a hungry horde of 

the victors descended on 

Washington to attend the 

feast breaking the long 

fast. The same hungry 

hordes are moving on 

the Capitol today, ex- 

cept that they are Re- 

ee publicans and it is a 

different sort of hunger than that which was 
prevalent 20 years ago. 

President Hoover went out of office in 
1933 as a defeated candidate, the victim of 
the greatest depression in the nation’s his- 
tory. President Truman, while not a can- 
didate for re-election, goes out of office 
under the stigma of party defeat coming at 
a time which marks the greatest period of 
prosperity in the country’s history. 

It is here that the contrast is so strik- 
ing. A few cold statistics tell the story bet- 
ter than words. In the last year of the 
Hoover administration the gross, national 
product had a value of only $58,000,000,000; 
in 1952 the value had grown to $350,000,- 
000,000. The national income then had dwin- 
dled to $41,000,000,000; today it has swelled 
to $287,000,000,000, seven times as much. In 
1932 we had only 38,900,000 people employed, 
and not all of those full time; today we 
have 62,500,000 at work. 

Unemployment in 1932 reached the stag- 
gering total of 12,000,000; now there are only 
1,700,000 out of work, which is less than 
normal considering the large working popu- 
lation. Twenty years ago the average wage 
of factory workers was $17.05 per week; 
now it is $70.66. Finally, corporate profits, 
after taxes, were nil in 1932, showing in- 
stead a deficit of $3,000,000,000 for that 
year; last year corporate profits, again 
after taxes, amounted to $17,500,000,000. 

After his recent meeting with the Presi- 
dent-elect, Senator Taft, the majority leader 
of the Senate and the most dominant Re- 
publican figure in the new Congress, spoke 
of the ‘“‘harmonious”’ conference he had held 
and added: “‘We ... will-put the country 
back on the road we abandoned 20 years 
ago before the New Deal.”’ 

That could have an ominous meaning. 
If he intends to.undo the legislative, social 
and economic reforms that havé contrib- 
uted so greatly to. our national well being, 
the country has a right to be concerned. 
We have tasted too much the fruits of pros- 


perity to again abide the bifterness -ot aes 
v er gas and germs that are being. spread

There 
seems to be a paucity of those issues which 
set the halls ringing with impassioned ora- 
tory and send the interest of the population 
pounding to a feverish altitude.

They generally are termite 
proof, mildew-proof, and proof against 
everything except fire. And they often are 
located exactly where unpressurized water 
systems make for inadequate fire protec- 
tion.

For the old homes were 
built to last through all sorts of mechan- 
ical revolutions. They have outlasted the

matches and fires as sources of heat and 
energy.

Oregon Hit 
By Floods 


3 Deaths Listed 


As Rains Continue 


By United Presse 
Rising waters from four rain- 


swollen rivers flooded wide areas 
|;of northwestern California and 


southern Oregon Sunday, cutting 
highways, railroads and commu- 
nications and isolating several 
communities. 


At least three deaths were at- 
tributed to the floods, and fore- 
casts for continued torrential 
rains gave little hope of relief. 


The floods stemmed from four 
major rivers and their tributaries 
—the Umpqua and Willamette in 
Oregon and the Klamath and Eel 
in California. They were sent over 
their banks by cloudbursts that 
drenched some areas with as 
much as four inches in 24 hours. 


MASS EVACUATIONS 


Hundreds of square miles were 
reported inundated by the rising 
waters. Mass evacuations were 
under way at several points. 


In Oregon, the small south 
coastal towns of Brookings and 
Myrtle Point were reported cut 
off by swelling flood waters. 


In the Brookings area, 7.67 
inches of rain was recorded from 
Friday through Saturday. 


The flood also threatened the 
town of Roseburg. Residents of 
Southerlin, Oreg., reported 18 
inches of water in downtown 
Streets at noon Sunday. 


DANGEROUS CREST 


The weather bureau at Medford 
said the Umpqua River was rising 
steadily and’ may reach a crest 
two feet higher than that of the 
disastrous 1950 flood. 


The Willamette was expected to 
crest at 17.5 feet at Harrisburg 
Monday, just six inches under 
critical flood stage.- At Eugene, 
the same river was expected to 
reach 13 feet—a foot above flood 
stage—by 3 a. m. Monday.

Such morning cough would 
suggest bronchiectasis (dilation 
or cavity 4ormation in one or 
more bronchial tubes) rather 
than just sinusitis. Bronchiec- 
tasis is the consequence of 
chronic or long standing sinu- 
sitis in many instances. So this 
man should undergo a careful 
physical examination by his 
physician and, if the physician 
adv'ses it, chest X-rays and 
bronchoscopy. 
In any case of morning cough 
certain special measures are 
preventive and remedial.
